BELFAST. 
The autumn sale of pedigree shorthorns, 
under the auspices of the Royal Ulster Agri- 
cultural Society, took place at the Balmoral 
Show Ground, Belfast, yesterday. No 
similar sale has been held since 1913 owing to 
the fact that during the war the grounds. were 
in possession of the military. Other emergen- 
cies have also been responsible for sh enting 
sales being held since the war. e revival 
of the Balmoral event is welcomed, and affords 
considerable satisfaction to stock-raisers in the 
North. 
The entries this year showed a great ad- 
vance, being 208, compared with 59 in 1915. 
The majority were females—cows and heifers 
—and they were representative of the best 
shorthorn families in Great Britain and Ire- 
iand. There were only three young bulls on 
offer. Breeders in practically all parts of 
Ulster forwarded specimens of their short- 
horn herds, and there were also to be found 
some very. good animals from the Border 
counties of the Free State.

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THE FARMERS’ OUTLOOK 
a 


SOME DEDUCTIONS. 


The close of last month has left farmers in 
most parts of the country more doleful than 
ever. It is too soon, indeed, to Jose hope of a 
fair return from the harvesting operations of 
the year, but he would be a hardy optimist 


South and West Donegal, countrysides where, 
for the most part, it is often said there is no 
land to farm, the rivers had a few days ago 
invaded the fields; haycocks. were floating on 
temporary lakes ; oats and other growing crops 
were submerged. South Tyrone looks but 
little better; a considerable area in Armagh 
is in much the same predicament. The apple 
crop in the fruit districts of the same county 
is unpromising. The oat crop in these counties 
and in County Louth makes mute appeal for 
the ripening influence of sun that will not 
shine. In the North-West we are threatened 
with a _ distressful winter unless a de- 
cided improvement occurs rapidly. Between 
the Free State and Northern Ireland there 
is little to choose. Accounts from other parts 
of the country tell the same ominous story. 
Whether the crops be cereals, hay or potatoes 
the difference is only one of degree, or of 
the emphasis laid upon the qualifying word 
which differentiates crop from crop as pro- 
mising, poorly, badly or hopelessly. ats 
in many places have run rather to stalk than 
to arate, and the future of potatoes is in 
peril. 


No Cause for Alarm. 


Following upon a poor summer in 1923, 
this outlook ig very serious, though we do 
not endorse Mr. Stephen Gwynn’s opinion 
that we are ‘‘faced with the worst year in 
living memory.”’ It is true that our worst 
fears are seldom any better justified than 
our fondest hopes, and a fortnight of good 
September would do much to retrieve the 
threatened disaster in all but the worst dis- 
tricts—and at the worst we do not anticipate 
a recurrence of 1879. It is true, too, that 
some measure of compensation may be found 
in dairying areas, an important fact in a 
country in which the milk yield is so con- 
siderable a factor in our agricultural wealth. 
Also, before we let pessimism slacken our 
courage or produce that crop of apathy and list- 
lessness which too often blights the farmer's 
mind and paralyses his energies, and these 


fall as the physical blights which follow it— 
it is well to realise the comparative stability 
of the farmer's business in some of its aspects. 
The rainfall will not in most places affect 
stock-raising adversely. The results of a year’s 
farming when crops are scanty are generally 
in some measure off-set by an increase in the 
price for scarce farm produce, and, although 
this is of doubtful advantage to the com- 
munity, and a positive hardship to the arban 
poor, it does something to restore the balance 
to farmers, who cannot continue at a loss to 
provide the nation with essential foodstuffs. 

Yet, when these and other readjustments 
have been made and the farmer's potential 
losses minimised, his difficulties remain serious 
enough to demand the consideration of the 
nation as a whole, seeing that his difficulties 
will ultimately express themselves in terms of 
national wealth or the reverse (with obvious 
effects upon taxation), in food prices and in 
the whole range of our economics, down to 
the almost inevitable increases in the total 
cost of living. What, indeed, the community 
can do to ameliorate conditions brought about 
by natural causes it is not very easy to see, 
except in so far as the community is ex- 
pressed through the State and the counsels of. 
the State are found to materialise in im- 
mediate practical results—a point to which 
we will return presently. One thing, perhaps, 
the consumer can do is, direct his attention 
and ventilate his very natural sense of 
grievance rather upon middle interests which, 
it is now almost universally agreed, capture 
too large a proportion of the selling price of 
home-produced foodstuffs, than against the 
farmer - producer, who feels that the 
niggardjiness of nature in a bad 
season is a sufficiently depressing influence 
to contend against, without having the un- 
comprehending invitation of the consumer at 
the increased price of bread or meat or vege-: 
tables to face as well. Against nature the 
farmer is powerless, and against a decrease in 
supply and increase in cost the public will 
find themselves just as powerless, unless they 
can make their protests against unnecessary 
intermediary handling effective, by doing some 
of it themselves. 


How to Benefit Farming. 


Indirectly, this may benefit farming a little, 
but not very speedily, and thus the farmer 
must fall back mainly upon what he can do 
for himself, with or without State backing. 
It is certain that he could do more for him- 
self if his education as a farmer were further 
advanced. Farmers in many other countries 
have, at least, gone further in the recognition 
of what combination can do for them, and of 
how to apply the teachings of science 
to their industry than ours. Farming, 
though not an exact, but an empirical] 
science, like medicine, requires for its really 
effective pursuit a skill, knowledge, and train- 
ing scarcely, if at all, inferior, to the 
doctor’s. The farmer is, like the doctor, en- 
gaged upon the study, and even in a sense 
the preservation, of healthy life. But as the 
medical profession cannot adequately safe- 
guard the nation’s health without con- 
stant study and practised skill, so the 
farmer cannot maintain and develop the pro- 
ductivity of the land—his life-conserving 
function—without an immediate and per- 
sistent application to his industry of these 
same qualities. 


Where Farmers Are Powerless. 


As, however, the doctor may be virtually 
powerless in the presence of a prolonged 
epidemic, the farmer is powerless to avert 
the consequences of a series of bad 
harvests. They are certain negative 
things he may. do, somewhat analogous 
to preventive medicine. He may—and 
almost certainly will—avoid ‘‘ gambling ” in 
land. There can be no doubt that one 
element in recent agricultural adversity was 
the fancy prices given by some of the land- 
hungry purchasers in the good years. Their 
greed is producing its normal result, and 
some of the consequences will trouble future 
Governments for a good while to come. 
Another thing the farmer must do is to study 
more carefully alternative methods in fa:m- 
ing, to avert as far as possible the peril of 
trusting Yoo much to one or two crops. 
Another is more seriously to consider the 
possibilities of insurance. These he must do 
with or without the aid of the Government. 
But we do not believe the aid of any intelli- 
gent Irish Government will be withheld feom 
any well-considered pioneering steps in these 
directions. Nor should the Government stop 
there. It should seek out and reward skill. 
It should. spend money—not lavishly, but un- 
stintingly—on teaching the farmer better busi- 
ness methods, such as obtain in modern 
marketing, in subsidising the dissemination of 
clear ideas regarding what co-operation can 
and what it cannot do (so to avoid foolish 
ventures), and it must speed up the education 
of the farmers’ sons. 


WEEDS AND MALTING BARLEY

In view of the quantity of weeds which, 
from reports, appear to be so prevalent this 
season, there is anxiety. among maltsters that 
considerable damage will be done to maltin 
barley, arising through he@ting and unsound- 
ness if the barley is stacked with large 
quantities of damp weeds. 

It would seem desirable, writes Mr. Robert 
V. Reid, President of the Institute of Brewing, 
advise them to use the best means of reducing 
to the lowest le limit what otherwise is 
certain to be the cause of serious depreciation 
of the barley crop. Unless something in done 
quickly there, is every likelihood of large 
quantities of suitable barley being rendered 
unfit for malting purposes. 

If, fortunately, we should have a spell of 
dry weather, obviously the thing to do to re- 
move excessive moisture is to allow the corn 
and weeds to dry in the field before stacking; 
but if the weather, after cutting, should be 
unfavourable, some effort should be made to 
separate the damp weeds from the straw be 
fore stacking. No doubt this would be 
troublesome and expensive, but the result 
would be worth it.

BETTER BUSINESS FOR 
PRODUCER. 


CAUSE AND EFFECT. 


So much interest has been aroused by the 
recent Press announcements of the projection 
of a scheme by the Country Gentlemen's 
Association, Ltd., whereby cattle may be 
taken direct from the producers in Ireland 
and marketed in England, that a brief 
survey of the possibilities in this regard may 
not be inopportune. And perhaps a review 
of the factors operating in favour of and 
against the development of this idea may best 
be preceded by an examination of the causes 
which gave it origin. Farmers, as a class, 
are everywhere notoriously conservative, and, 
while a system which served their fathers 
leaves the passing generation any reasonable 
margin of profit, it is seldom that they can 
be induced to investigate a change. 

In the livestock trade in receht years, 
however, the gain to the breeders on the 
Irish side and to the finishers across Channel 
has become so uncertain that the more active- 
minded and progressive agriculturists have 
for long been ready to investigate any alter- 
natives which offered better opportunities. 
Hence the interest in the scheme now under 
discussion, which, it is reasonable to deduce, 
owes its conception to the desire of those 
concerned in buying and selling to get 
into closer touch in the hope of 
eliminating some, if not all, of those 
intermediary charges which lessen. the 
price received by the Irish rearer for his live- 
stock exports and increase the cost of his 
requirements to the British producer of 
finished beef. Where the British feeder does 
not enter into the matter the object can be 
extended to finding a direct market for 


finished beef on hoof produced in Ireland. 
Some Difficulties. 


It would be worse than useless to encourage 
high expectations in Ireland by the asstmp- 
tion that there are small difficulties to be 
overcome in the development of a scheme of 
this nature. Assuming that a comprehensive 
survey of the whole ground on both sides 
of the Channel has been made by the pro- 
moters, and that they have decided to put 
their ideas into practice, their creat task will 
be to organise a suitable business machine— 
co-operative, perhaps, in nature, and in any 
event no mean performance. A market intel- 
ligence service will need to be set up almost 
as a first essential. Then the organisation 
must be extended, so that the suppliers may 
avail in time of market opportunities, or so 
that buyers may know when to go fast or 
slow. The task of collecting, loading and 
shipping a cargo sufficiently larce to be 
economically remunerative involves special 
features in itself. Distinguishing marks for 
the various owners will be necessary; checks 
and tallies must be arranged; strikes at port 
and transport problems, not to speak of em- 
bargoes arising. from disease, must be anti- 
cipated as far as possible. 

If the whole service of collection in Ireland 
and delivery to buyers in England is not con- 
templated by the organisers, possibly the pro- 
blem of anticipating difficulties and overcom- 
ing obstacles to shipment may be left to the 
breeders; but this involves so much, and the 
profits of the venture depend to such extent 
on its proper performance, that in such event 
the advantages to be secured might be largely 
discounted, if not entirely nullified, in certain 
eventual ities. 


Finance : Advance Payments. 


And incidentally there arises here the. ques- 
tion of the approximate percentage of the 
selling price which the Irish breeder is to 
receive in advance. In the absence of public 
effort to raise the large capital necessary to 
work otherwise, it is to be assumed that the 
system contemplated is that of advancing only 
a percentage of the value pending completion 
of sales. For this a substantial sum (running 
into many thousands) will be required—even 
if only limited cargoes are to be handled; and 
if big shipments are contemplated—well, with 
rices ranging from, say, £15 to £25 per 
ead, people can jugzie the figures for them- 
selves. Of course, it is quite possible, and 
even probable, that many sellers will be pre- 
pared to wait for their money. But this at 
once suggests a limitation of. the scheme to 
those who can afford to follow such a course— 
the bigger farmers and graziers, and even 
amongst this class the credit allowed must be 
necessarily restricted. 

The ordinary farmer, particularly in these 

bad times, is always hard pressed for ready 
money. Cash u- comes in to him at inter- 
vals, and invariably it is mortgaged to the 
hilt by shop credits secured in advance of 
harvest and other periods. This type of 
agriculturist, only too common now, tnfortu- 
nately, can hardly afford to wait a day for 
his money; and unless substantial prospects 
of greatly enhanced prices, accompanied by 
a cash on the spot advance of, approximately, 
fifty to seventy-five per cent. of the value of 
his stock, are offered him it does not seem 
probable that he-will enter seriously into the 
business. 
Then there is another consideration. Even 
if the promoters of the scheme were angels 
and well known personally to sellers, the 
average farmer will be suspicious of any man 
or group who asks him to hand over his stock 
and wait for his money, or even part of it. 
This attitude is not wholly unreasonable, it 
will be admitted. when one recollects that in 
the event of anything going wrong the average 
farmer will not have either the time or the 
facility or the money to pursue legal proceed- 
ings across Channel. It will take time, 
education, and practical experience of 
operation of the scheme to get over this mix- 
ture of precaution and dress 

Other obstacles to considered include 
questions of reasonable insurance of stock in 
transport, compliance with quarantine regula- 
tions, arrangement of adequate disposal facili- 
ties at suitable periods and in different 
centres, and maintenance.of condition in the 
beasts pending their disposal. 


Advantages. 

Granted that the initial difficulties can be 
surmounted, the scheme undoubtedly has its 
com ions. The advantages, indeed, are 
so ious that they hardly need enumeration,

Importing Countries. 


NO WHEAT SHORTAGE. 


POSITION REVIEWED. 


In view of recent information regarding 
the probable wheat crop output abroad, the 
position can now be reviewed, 

Acording to the condition of the crop on 
Ist August, the total production in the 
United States is now officially estimated at 
436 million ewts., or 40 million cwts. above 
the estimate for lst July, and 15 million 
cwts. more than the estimated production 
last year. As r.czards Canada, the official 
estimate relating to ólst July is for a crop 
of 151 million cwts., a decline of 20 million 
cwts. on the estimate made a month earlier. 
This year’s crop is much below the crop of 
254 million ewts. obtained in 1923, which was 
by far the largest ever reaped in Canada, but 
is rather greater than the average (144 mil- 
lion cwts.) of the five preceding years. Con- 
ditions in Canada have, on the whole, 
continued to be favourable, and the final 
estimate may possibly show some improve- 
ment. on that recently published. For the 
whole of North America, the surplus available 
for export should, on present information, 
not be very much short of actual shipments 
during the season just ended. 

Recent information in regard to Argentina 
and Australia indicates that the prospects of 
the wheat crop are so far very satisfactory. 
The area under the crop in Argentina is 
officially estimated to be about 500,000 acres 
over that of last year. The exportable sur- 
me of these two countries may, therefore, 
e expected to be not less than that of last 
season. As regards India, a fairly substantial 
surplus from the last crop still remains to be 
shipped. From Russia and the Dannbian 
countries the quantities likely to be available 


for export must be reckoned small. 


Turning to importing countries sufficient 
information haa not yet been published to 
enable close estimates of import requirements 
to be made, but in European countries, as a 
whole, the crop is expected to be about 10 
per cent. below the average. Although it 
seems probable that some of these countries 
may have largep*stocks than are psual at this 
period of the’ year, and the present high 
wy may tend to restrict purchases, it will 

e best to put the import requirements of 
Europe rather above actual imports during 
the season which has now closed. Imports 
by ex-Kuropean countries (principally China 
and Japan) last season were unusually large, 
and probably wiil not be repeated, as it is 
reported that present stocks in Oriental porta 
are above millers’ requirements, and some re- 
export has taken place. 

On balance, the indications are that the 
surplus in exporting countries will be rather 
in excess of the requirements of importing 
countries, and that no apprehension need be 
felt as regards the sufficiency of supplies in 
the near future. Tne margin between surplus 
and requirements, however, is unusually 
small, so that prices may continue for a time 
at a higher level than in the corresponding 
period last season.

| THINGS THAT MATTER. 


The House of Representatives, Melbourne, 
Australia, is providing for Federal advances 
of £200,000 sterling to dried fruit growers. 

Three. acres of meadow at Kilrush, Co. 
Clare, have been sold for £20 10s. 

Birkenhead traders in Irish live stock de- 
clare that the proposed increase in freights 
on stock is out of all proportion to that on 
general cargo. 

The Northern Ministry of Agriculture has 
agreed to subsidise an experiment in dry and 
wet feeding for pigs in Co. Fermanagh. It 
is also intended to ascertain which type of 
pig is best suited to the district. 

At the County Wexford , sheep breeders’ 
sales held at Enniscorthy rds ranged up to 
183 guineas, while ewes brought up to £9 
2s. 6d. and lambs to £6 10s. 

Stockowners in all parts of the country are 
up in arms against the latest increase in 
shipping rates. 

The Council of Ballymena Branch, Ulster 
Farmers’ Union, recommend that 2s. per stone 
shall be this year’s charge for scutching flax. 

Considerable encouragement is being re- 
ceived by the promoters of the scheme for a 
new beet sugar factory at Buttevant. Every 
effort is being made to secure the guaranteed 
acreage of beet required before the factory 
can be established. 

Suffolk and Oxford Down rams shared the 
honour of top price at the Irish Pedigree 
Sheep Breeders’ Show and Sale, the figure 
being 35 guineas. Shrops ranged up to 
guineas, Lincolns to 27 guineas, and Border 
Leicesters to 19 guineas. At the Ulster Ram 
Breeders’ Show and Sale the best price of 
the day was 20 guineas. 

The baby beef experiments recently con- 
ducted in County Fermanagh are not to be 
repeated. When the cattle were ready, loca! 
butchers would not, it is stated, pay as 
much for them as for ordinary cattle. 

The advisability of starting schools in order 
to teach young people how to become com- 
petent farmers is being considered by the 
Northern Ministry of Agriculture. 

‘Liquid filth’’ is the name given by Dr. 
Heffernan, Tuberculosis Medicg! Officer, Kil- 
kenny, in a report dealing with the milk 
supply of the county. A large percentage of 
milch cows, he says, suffer from tuberculosis. 
and are, without doubt, the cause of tubercu- 
losis in glands, etc.

THE DRIED POTATO INDUSTRY 


——.. / 


The Continental dried potato industry, 
created shortly before 1914, was extended con- 
siderably during the war. The perfection of 
preservation and simplicity of packing which 
rt rendered possible contributed greatly to its 
popularity, while the economy of transport 
charges resulting from an 85 per cent. reduc 
tion of weight was not the least of its recom 
mendations. When the Armistice was signed 
Germany had 700 drying factories in full 
swing, the capacity of production of which— 
37,000,000 hundredweight—contrasted elo 

uently with the output of 11,500 in 19145. 
Holland made its début in the industrial desic- 
cation of potatoes during the trying times 
of ‘‘ neutrality,’’ and Switzerland in 1918 
transformed five distilleries situated in the 
Cantons of Bern, Fribourg and Vaud into 
sécheries de pommes de terre. 

The continuous advance in railway rates 
and in winter market prices have a tendency 
to make the dried potato as popular in peace 
as it was in war, and the various processes 
employed are just now the object of attention 
aa study. 

Some of these methods transform the potato | 
into a very fine flour. Others reduce it to | 
pieces more or less large. What is known as | 
the Rhodesian process is also recommended. 
This—which involves netther the crushing nor 
the cutting of the potato—is limited to the 
desiccation of the tubercle as a whole. Ma- 
chinery has been devised for the different 
processes with an ingenuity hardly inferior to 
that manifested in the construction of the 
legendary pig-killing machine of Chicago. The 
potato “going in at one end,” practically 
from the garden, after an elaborate series of 
washing, pecling, drainage and other opera- 
tions, ‘‘comes out at the other’’ ideally 
dried, ready to be ground up and converted 
into “' flour.” 

In Switzerland the potatoes are methodic- 
ally washed, and then, by means of a chain, 
bearing suitable holders, conveyed to a low- 
pressure cooker. A half hour’s hoiling in this 
results in a sort of pap or mash, which is 
poured out on a series of metallic cylinders 
externally heated by vapour under a pressure 
of five atmospheres. These evlinders rotate 
in such a manner that the mash spreads out 
on their surface in a fine coating, and emerges 
from the apparatus in the form of long bands 
thick as a sheet of paper. These bands, cat 
up in a screw-form cooler, pass at once in 
flakes into a cylindrical strainer, where they 
are rid of the last vestiges of moisture. The 
peelings, automatically removed on the 
cvlinders, are reduced to a flour, which is 
utilised as provender. 

Miscellaneous domestic devices 
cation also exiat. The manner of consuming 
the dried potato depends, of course, on the 
form of preservation. On the Contiment the 
flakes and small pieces are served up in soup. 
Slices are mashed or fried—‘‘frites’’ being 
one of the forms in which the potato is most 
enjoyed abroad. Though this dried vegetable 
may not appeal to those who prefer it boiled 
‘‘in its jacket,’’ it nevertheless merits atten- 
tion because of the additional possibilities of 
utilisation which it offers in countries where 
potatoes are abundant. Ww. W. O'M.

British Labour. 

The proceedings at the British Trade 
Union Congress, which is having a lively 
session at Hull, are of the greatest im- 
portance to students of the Labour move- 
ment throughout the British Isles. Since 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s Government 
came into power in England the whole 
psychology of organised Labour in Great 
Britain seems to have undergone a radical 
change, or it might be more accurate to 
say that it has reverted to type. When 
Labour was fighting for recognition in 
England it was revolutionary, irrespon- 
sible, and at times even dangerous. Any 
excuse was sufficient for a strike. War 
to the knife was declared against 
“capitalism,’’ and the leaders of the move- 
ment did not seem to be very particular 
concerning the methods which they 
adopted in the pursuit of their anarchical 
policy. Throughout the whole struggle, 
however, the British working man was 
essentially conservative in his ideas. When 
the great test of the war came he put 
aside all thought of “class war,’’ and 
shouldered his gun cheerfully to fight side 
by side with his employer and the rest 
of them against the common foe. Then 
came reaction. Disappointment and the 
shattering of illusions did their work, and 
the epidemic of strikes which afflicted the 
first post war years brought England 
almost to the verge of economic disaster. 
Now Labour is in power and everything is 
different. Revolutionary theories have 
been discarded. The old catch-cries no 
longer resound through the council 
chambers of the trade unions, and British 
Labour is settling down to do its best for 
the country. The British genius has 
asserted itself again. Men who only a few 
years ago were calling for the disintegra- 
tion of the Empire on barrels in Hyde 
Park are now among its sturdiest de- 
fenders. Apostles of destruction have 
become pillars of stabilised society, and 
the British working man, stripped of his 
preposterous disguise as a  pseudo- 
Bolshevik, is revealed again in his real 


nature. : 
Britain will not have Bolshevism 


any shape or form. In spite of the fact 
that some “fraternal delegates ” from 
Moscow were cheered when they appeared 
on the platform, the proceedings at 
Hull prove conclusively that all the 
attempts of the Soviet Government to 
wean British Labour from the Constitu- 
tion have failed. The Russian Bolsheviks 
have done everything in their power to 
win the British workers to their fantastic 
creed; and now their failure has been 
placed beyond a shadow of doubt. The 
relations between Capital and Labour in 
Great Britain are still far from ideal ; 
but now that the spectre of Bolshevism 
has been exorcised the task of readjust- 
ment is bound to become much less diffi- 
cult than it was a few years ago. The 
appointment of a sort of General Staff by 
the Trade Union Congress is, on the 
whole, a useful innovation. Hitherto, any 
union could declare a strike at its own 
sweet will for the most frivolous of 
reasons ; henceforward every strike threat 
must be referred to the new Council, 
which will have the authority of the whole 
Labour movement behind it. Foolish 
strikes will be discouraged, and, as 
in the case of the League of Nations, 
resort will be had to extreme measures

Collective bargaining is almost 
impossible in the circumstances, and 
Dublin is being harassed by a series of 
small, but exceedingly harmful, strikes, 
which are driving all the friends of 
Labour in thin country to despair. 
Bolshevism in all its moods and tenses 
must be dropped. Otherwise there can be 
no progress. Labour in the Free State 
has a magnificent opportunity of proving 
its patriotism and its common-sense ; but 
if it continues in its present temper it will 
wreck the country which it professes to

The Future Dublin. 


That piteous passage in which the exiled 
Dante describes the wretchedness of pass- 
ing to and fro by strangers’ stairs might 
be taken to express the sentiments of tens 
of thousands of Dublin people who are 
condemned, by the acute shortage of 
houses, to dwell in crowded lodgings and 
scanty flats. War, civil turmoil, and 
finally strikes by the workers themselves, 
have prevented, for ten years past, the 
building of houses for the workers. Now 
comes news of a housing scheme promoted 
by the Dublin City Commissioners. It is 
proposed to build what will amount to 4 
new suburb in the area lying between 
Marino and Drumcondra. The famine for 
accommodation should be greatly relieved 
as a consequence, and the whole popula- 
tion of the city is likely to profit by the 
relaxation. At the same time, there can- 
not but be some regret at the blotting-out 
of a section of fair country, and some 
residents will be sorry to feel new streets 
closing around their homes at present 
situated near green fields. Many would. 
wish to be assured that the Commissioners 
have laid their plans with a due regard 
to those lines of development which it 
would be most desirable for the growing 
City to follow. Would it not be possible, 
and assuredly more desirable, to build the 
new suburb farther afield, leaving a wedge 
of open country between the residential 
areas? In former times, towns grew 
larger simply by thrusting forth new 
streets and terraces; they merely swelled. 
A period of prosperity or expansion girded 
a city with a fresh layer of villas. Modern 
methods of transport have changed this. 
By train, tram, omnibus or bicycle, the 
worker can reach a village five miles out 
as quickly as formerly he could reach the 
outskirts of the densely-built city by foot. 
Building schemes henceforward should 
conform to plans which would diffuse the 
population over a large area with resi- 
dential districts intersected by open 
spaces.. To pack our houses and streets 
closely is now unnecessary ; it is opposed 
to the health and happiness of the people, 
and tends to lower the value of property 
and the prosperity of the city. 

In the New World town-planning is 4 
simple matter. Streets, squares and parks 
can be laid out to the will of the builders 
of the city as readily as a plan can be 
sketched on paper. In the Old World 
towns must be shaped or moulded rather 
than planned; but we have this much 
in common with the lucky people overseas, 
that we should not be content to let our 
towns grow at random. The science ol 
town-planning is all against permitting 
cities to develop new suburbs like accre- 
tions at the circumference. It advocates 
the building of fresh units, commonly 
called. “satellites.”” The theory is, that 
the city is the meeting place of experts 
and specialists, and that there is no need 


labourers, who could equally well carry 
on their pursuits in outlying villages 
or “satellite ’’ towns. Thanks to modern 
transport, the city worker can live by the 
sea or in the country; and in residential 
districts thus removed from the centre of 


the system, the manual workers can reside 
and find happier life and better condi- 
tions. These ‘“satellite’’ districts may 
each develop a vigorous local life and 
means of social entertainment. Each may 
be equipped with its sports fields, 
swimming baths, parks and gardens, pro- 
viding scope for local pride and interest. 
Studying the map of Dublin, the town- 
planner or moulder would declare that our 
capital might be rendered one of the 
healthiest and most beautiful in the world 
by developing a series of residential dis- 
tricts around the beautiful bay. Each 
might be set amid country and have all 
the charm of village life, with its own 
hinterland of field and meadow. In our 
days Dublin will be made or marred, and 
we labour under the difficulty that we 
have no such virile civic spirit as in cities 
overseas. It would be well if our citizens 
could be brought to envisage and desire a 
city built on large lines, grasping and 
turning to good account its almost unique 


advantages.

A Chinese War. 


It is reported that hostilities have 
broken out in China, but up to the present 
the fighting has not been heavy. The 
dispute is between the two Provinces of 
Kiangsu and Chekiang over Shanghai and 
the district which surrounds it. The 
Military Governor of Kiangsu is seeking 
to obtain possession of this area for his 
province, to which it belongs nominally. 
Lu Yunghsiang, the Governor of Chekiang, 
has determined to resist, and has occu- 
pied a line to protect the city. Chekiang 
has declared itself. independent of the 
Central Gowernment, and Wn Pei-fu, 
whose aim it is to unify China, is sym- 
pathetic with the Northern province in 
the forthcoming struggle. The conflict 
has two important aspects. In the first 
place, it may spread until the whole of 
China becomes involved; and, secondly, 
foreign interests in Shanghai may be 
affected. Apparently there are good 
grounds for hope that the struggle will 
be localised, and many efforts are 
being made to bring about a peaceful 
solution: The fact that the battle line 
runs as close as fifteen miles to 
Shanghai makes the menace to foreign 
residents serious. American, British, 
Italian, French, and Japazese warships 
have been ordered to whe scene, and it is 
reported that a small French force has 
been landed. The opposing forces are 
fairly evenly matched, and the chances 
are that the war will drag on for a long 
time before any decisive result is reached. 
In the meantime, the peace-makers may 
be able to arrange terms. The naval 
forces of the Great Powers, acting in co- 
operation, should ensure the safety of the 
foreign pqpulation of Shanghai, and 
protect the city, which ranks as the sixth 
largest port in the world. .

LAND ACT RULES. 


——_ 


PAYMENT OF DIVIDENDS ON 
BONDS. 


The provisional rules and regulations, made 
by the President of the Executive Council 
under the Land Act, 1923, have been issued. 
They will come into force forthwith, and 
continue in force until statutory rules and 
regulations have been made. 

he rules deal entirely with the accounting 
side of the Act. hey provide for the 
manner in which cash received and paid by 
the Land Commission is to be accounted for, 
and also for the working of the cash portion 
of the Guarantee Fund. under the direction 
of the Minister for Finance. It is provided 
that the Minister shall show separately the 
cash payments made in respect of (a) estate 
duty grant, (b) agricultural grant, (c) ex- 
chequer contribution. 

“The Land Commission shall also keep in 
their books separate accounts of the sums 
advanced to them by means of four and a 
half per cent. Land Bonds for the purchase 
of land, and for the purpose of recouping 
vendors in whole or in part for the costs 
of sale under Section 5 of the Act, and for the 
purpose of carrying Part III. of the Act 
into effect, and for any other purpose for 
which Land Bonds are required under the 
Act; and a separate account for each pur- 
chase annuity in respect of advances in 

ursuance of agreements entered into, or 
pated to be entered into, after the passing 
of the Act.” : 

An important rule is that which provides 
that, if two days previously to January Ist 
and July Ist, in any year, cash standing 
to the credit of the Income Account of the 
Land Bond Fund is insufficient to the 
dividends on the Land Bonds, the Minister 
for Finance shall cause an advance to 
made to the Fund out of the cash standing 
to the credit of the Guarantee Fund. and if 
that is insufficient, out of the Central Fund. 
It is further provided that the amount. of 
the instalments of purchase annuities in 
arrear at the end of January and July in each 
vear shall be advanced to the Land Bond 

und out of the Guarantee Fund. Annuities 
are to be og: on May list and November lst, 
and shall be treated as arrears, and sued for, 
if still unpaid by the following July 3ist 
and January 3lst, respectively.

The Earl of Dalhousie, who is fortysix to- 
day, is the fourteenth holder of this Scottish 
title, conferred in 1653 on the second Baron 
Ramsay, the original form being Earl of the 
Castle of Dalhousie. ‘The ninth Earl was 
created Baron Dalhousie, and his son and 
successor was advanced to a Marquisate, but 
dying without male issue the two later titles 
became extinct, and the Earldom passed to a 
cousin, the grand-father of the present peer, 
who succeeded his father in 1887, and sits in 
the House of Lords as Baron Ramsay.

outside its own circle. In future it will 
‘be able to call a general strike at any 
moment without consideration with any 
other person or party, while it can pro- 
baby compel levies to be made for the 
purpose of finding funds, and take many 
other steps of tremendous importance 
without check or support from any union 
or unions. 

It is not difficult to realise that this 
constitutes a new danger for democracy, 
for there is no guarantee that tyranny 
will be avoided, and with the coming of a 
new tyrant the workers’ liberty of action 
will soon go. The power given to the 
General Council is greater than any given 
to a body of workers since the Jabour 
movement started, and it is impossible to 
suppose that it will not be made use of 
should occasion arise. Mr, Arthur J.. 
Cook, the Miners’ Secretary, commenting 
upon the change to-day, remarked that the 
Council had been given the power that the 
unions had been working for, and, if if 
did not make use of it, some of the 
delegates would want to know why. 


The McKenna Daties. 


The forecasts regarding an increase in 
unemployment made in the House of Com- 
mons during the discussions on the 
abandonment of the McKenna duties, have 
now been more than justified. It was 
suggested at the time that quite fifty 
thousand men would lose their employ- 
ment by the dropping of the duties, and 
now we find that in two weeks no fewer 
than fifty-six thousand men have been re- 
duced to drawing unemployment pay. | It 
is feared that this is only the beginning, 
for unemployment creates more unemploy- 
ment, and next week’s figures are likely 
to prove it. The views of Mr. Snowden, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, on this 
increase in the workless ought to be in- 
teresting, since he refused to admit that 
any increase was probable if the duties 
were dropped. 


An Ex-Service Congress. 


The Congress arranged by the inter- 
Allied Federation of ex-Servicemen, an 
association to be known as F.I.D.A.C., 
from the French title, Fedération Inter 
Alliée Ancienne Combattants, will open in 
London on Monday, September 15th. The 
delegates will arrive at Dover on Sunday. 
where they will be received by the Mayor 
and members of the Dover Branch of the 
British Legion. At Victoria representa- 
tives of the Admiralty, the War Office, 
and the Air Ministry, with the Executive 
Council of the British Legion, will meet 
the train. The delegates will then he 
escorted to their hotels:by a parade with 
a Legion band and colours. The Congress 
will last a week, and, sandwiched between 
meetings, will be lunches, dinners and 
excursions by many .bodies, including the 
Government, the Corporation of London, 
the Association of Chambers of Commerce, 
and the British Legion. On Sunday, 
September 21st, a visit is to be paid to 
Windsor Castle. 


New Zealand Butter. 


An object lesson of considerable import- 
ance to British and Irish agriculturists 
generally is provided by the details just 
issued regarding the trade done in butter 
at the New Zealand Pavilion at the En:- 
pire Exhibition. Over three thousand 
packagés of butter are sold each week, 
while some twenty-five thousand pots of 
honey have been disposed of since the 
Exhibition opened. In addition, the fruit. 
and mutton trade of New Zealand has 
been given a most remarkable impetus. 
In New Zealand the importance of 
securing a market on this side was so well 
recognised that a dairy produce board was 
sent over to closely investigate possi- 
bilities. The Chairman, Mr. W. Grounds, 
recently discovered that the Americans 
had cornered large supplies of New 
Zealand butter, but efforts are to be made 
to secure a regular supply for this country 
all the year round. 


Barley from Everest. 


at special prices, until the Winter Modeled It will, probably, be of considerable 


interest to the many barley growers in 
Ireland to learn that most successful tests 
have been made in Banffshire with a new 
kind of barley brought home by members 
of the second Mount Everest Expedition 
of 1922. ‘Two varieties were found grow- 
ing at an altitude of over 14,000 feet, and 
Lord Chetwynd decided to test the seeds 
in Scotland. The Macintosh of Moy Hall 
suggested that the efforts should be made 
in the Upper Cabrach at an altitude of 
over 1,100 feet. The experiment has been 
success in. spite of the unfavourable 
weather. Though the general harvest 
there is not gathered until October, the 
Mount Everest barley will be ready for 
cutting by the middle of this month. 


Cheaper Wembley. 


Since the reduction in the price of ad- 
mission after five o'clock to one shilling, 
which came into operation on Monday, 
there has been a remarkable increase in 
the evening attendance at Wembley. 
Hitherto it has been found that most 
people, after spending the earlier part ol 
the day in the various buildings, pre- 
ferred to devote the evening to the amuse- 
ment section, or to a visit to the Stadium. 
This week the Palaces of Industry and 
Engineering and the Pavilions of the 
Dominions have been far busier during 
the evening period than at any time since 
the Exhibition opened, while huge crowds 
are witnessing the performances of the 
tattoo. 


Dranken Motor Drivers. 


Insurance companies are considering a 
new clause in motor car policies to cover 
themselves in respect of damage due to 
drunken drivers. For some time policies 
on commercial vehicles have been issued 
conditional on the liability of the com- 
panies being limited to claims other than 
those arising from the drunkenness of the 
drivers. It is expected that policies on 
private cars in future will be issued sub- 
ject to the removal of liability for acct- 
dents where it is proved that drunkenness 
contributed to the damage, Third party 
‘claims, however, may be admitted, and 
drunkenness on the rt of a paid 
chauffeur will not invalidate the policy. 
In view of the increasing number of acct- 
dents, especially in the London area, where 
allegations of intoxication are made, it is 
not surprising that the insurance com- 
panies should be giving the subject atten- 
tion. 


Brass Bands. 


England, Scotland, Wales and Australia 
are represented among the 165 entries 
which have been made for the annual 
brass band championship trophy which 
will be held at the Crystal Palace on 
Saturday, September 26th. On no former 
occasion has the list of com been 
so long. Hitherto the trophy, which is 
now held by Luton Red Cross, has always 
been won by an English band. There is 
likely to be keen competition between the 
Lancashire bands, many of which have 
carried off the trophy before, and the 
Australian Steel Works Band, which won 
a similar contest at Manchester yester- 
day.

STONED TO DEATH. 


A RELIGIOUS MARTYR IN 
AFGHANISTAN. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that His Holiness 
the Khalifatul Masih has received the follow- 
ing telegram from Sherali Qadian, India :— 

‘Ma Ulvi Niamatulla Khan Sahib, 
an Ahmady, was stoned to death 
on August 3lst, by order of the 
Afghan Government, in Kabul. In a 
letier written a few davs before his death, 
Niamatulla Khan describes his confinement 
in Kabul Jail, and how he was prepared to 
lay down his life cheerfully for the sake of 
his faith. In this letter á. said: ‘If my 
death is ordained, please get my tombstone 
erected at Qadian, ene blessed com- 
panions of the promised Messiah, and write 
on it my name, and age 34 years, and my 
father’s name, Amanulla Panjshir. And know 
that your brother’s faith did not fear any 
difficulties. Nor did he fear death. Prison 
has been more honourable to me than free- 
dom. I hope that by the grace of God I 
shall die in the service of my faith. If so, I 
shall be very much pleased. They have tried 
twice up to this time to make me recant. My 
books they have blackened and taken away. 
I do not know what my Lord desireth of 
me.”

RELIEF EXPEDITION DELAYED

CONSTANTINOPLE, Tuesday. 

For the last five days all Georgia and 
Azerbaijan have been in insurrection against 
the Soviet occupation forces.

In Moscow, and in all the Russian industrial 
centres, prices, particularly of foodstuffs, con- 
tinue to rise steadily. Hostility to the Govern- 
ment’s grain export policy gathers in volume, 
and this discontent finds expression chiefly 
in increased subterranean anti-Soviet agita- 
tion, although up to the present this activity 
does not apepar to be really dangerous. 
certain committee to oppose grain export is 
quietly eactive among the workers, and is 
creating some nervousness among the autho- 
rities. 

Evidence of this may be seen in the in- 
creased activity of the O.G.P.U. (political 
policy) among the proletariat. One of this 
committee’s printed proclamations, which I 
have before me, declares that the Soviet 
Government is ignoring the widespread 
hunger among the people, and intends to ex- 
port millions of tons of the ple’s grain 
merely to receive money which Russia will not 
use, but which is intended for the Third In- 
ternational’s organisations abroad. The pro- 
clamation declares that it is futile to hope 
that Ameriea will relieve Russia’s starvin 
people, and factory workers, railwaymen, an 
members of the Red Army must do their 
utmost to thwart the Government’s grain ex- 
port policy. 

The proclamation ends:—‘‘ If the Govern- 
ment persists let us respond with a general 
strike, let us refuse to pay taxes, let us defy 
the O.G.P.U.’s hireling hands. t them fire 
on us. We shall have rifles and machine 
guns, too. Better to die riffle in hand than 
to swell with hunger and expire like dogs.’’— 
(Z'imes telegram.)

FIGHTING IN CHINA. 


INDECISIVE BATTLE NEAR

MOROCCAN WAR. 


SPAIN FIGHTING FOR “ SELF- 


PRESERVATION.” 


MADRID, Wednesday. 

A communiqué issued to-day by the Direc- 
tory emphasises that the nroblem of the 
moment is to cope with a general insurrec- 
tion of the natives in Morocco, which has 
rendered perilous the positions occupied by 
the Spanish soldiers. 

The. natives, the communiqué adds, are 
making war.on Spain, who must reply with 
war, not only from a sense of pride, but for 
self-preservation. In view of this situation, 
no commentary “prejudicial to the morale of 
the troops, the authority of the Government. 
or the prestige of the Spanish Command will 
be tolerated.—(Reuter. ) 

The following official telegram regarding 
the Moroccan campaign, dated September 
ord, has been received in Spanish official 
quarters in London from Madrid :— 

“The Melilla and Ceuta zones are quiet. 

“In the Tetuan, Xaven and Campo- 
Larache regions the Riffs. who were Well 
armed, advanced in large numbers from the 
East, and vigorously attacked several out- 
posts of our principal lines of communica- 
tions, taking possession of some. The others 
were saved owing to the brilliant defence of 
the Spanish troops. 

“The Riffs have also attacked convoys 
without success. The situation is unsettled, 
but as the army has received reinforcements, 
possesses good material, and its spirit is 
good, it is hoped that all difficulties will 
soon be overcome.’’—({Reuter.)

MACHINES CONTROLLED 
BY WIRELESS.

A SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT. 


From Our CorresPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

An interesting demonstration was carried 
out before a large crowd in the Palace of 
Engineering at Wembley yesterday—the out- 
come of research at the Metropolitan Vickers’ 
Laboratories: at Manchester. By a wireless 
message from Manchester, a complete auto- 
matic sub-station at Wembley, similar to 
those now in use for traction and lighting 
purposes, was set in motion, and, after a 
period of working, was shut down by the 
same means. 

It is thought possible that this experiment 
may be developed so that wireless can start, 
stop, and fully control individual machines 
sub-stations or big power stations, at virtually 
any distance. 

A signal was transmitted from Manchester, 
picked up at Wembley, and passed on to a 
special selective relay, which responded to 
that particular signal only, and then a train 
of automitic switches was set in motion, com- 
pleting the starting-up of the station. De- 
monstrations will be given at intervals.

Delegates to the Trades Union Congress at 
Hull yesterday discussed the “ workers’ 
charter,” which covers the nationalisation 
of land, railways, mines, a 44-hours’ week, 
minimum wages, payments to the unem- 
ployed, housing, education, and pensions 
at 60 years of age. : 

The railway clerks’ delegate said 
that railway workers would. welcome 
nationalisajgn. Waste and inefficiency 
in the mining industry were urged as 
reasons for State control. A woman dele- 
gate said that only the really artistic liar 
has a chance of getting “ uncovenanted " 
unemployment benefit. The charter was 
approved, with an amendment declaring 
that the workers should have a voice in 
control and management. i 

Congress declined to allow a resolution 
calling for an International Trades Union 
Conference to be put on the agenda. A 
member of the General Council said that 
such a Conference would include the so- 
called Christian trade unions, which 
created difficulties. The discussion on 
the proposal to allow the resolution to 
come before the meeting led to uproar, in 
the course of which the Chairman 
threatened to '“ name “” a delegate. 

The Transport Union carried a resolu- 
tion calling on the Government to develop 
the canal system of the country, thereby 
giving work and creating a national asset. 


CHEERS FOR RUSSIANS. 


CHAIRMAN AND DELEGATE AT 
LOGGERHEADS. 


The Trades Union Congress at Hull yester- 
day held only a morning session, and the: 
delegates took a holiday in the afternoon. 
Features of the sitting were the enthusiastic . 
welcome given to the Russians, and a dis- 
orderly scene, during which the Chairman, 
Mr. A. A. Purcell, resenting a remark by a 
London delegate, Mr. Frankel, threatened to 
leave the chair. According to the interpreta- 
tion of Mr. J: B. Williams, who appealed to 
the Congress to uphold the chairman’s ruling, 
the remark made by Mr. Frankel was that 
he was not being given a fair chance. Mr, 
Frankel denied that he made this remark, 
but on a threat to name him, which would 
have meant that he would have been com- 
pelled to leave the Congress, he withdrew the 
observation. Mr. Frankel later explained 
that the remark he made was: ‘‘I shall not 
get a chance like that,” meaning, he said, 
that the ot!.er delegates would not give him 
a chance to make a long speech, knowing what 
his opinions were, and that he had no inten- 
tion of making any charge against the Chair- 
man. 

The Russian delegates remained on the 
platform during the morning, but they will 
not address the Congress until to-morrow. 
They were among the fraternal delegates to 
the Conference, which included those from 
the American Federation of Labour, the 
Trades and Labour Congress of Canada, and 
the International Federation of Trades 
Unions. There was a remarkable scene when 
the Russians came on to the platform, the 
delegates in the body of the hall rising to 
their feet and cheering for some minutes. 
Those comprising the Russian delegation 
were Messrs. Tomsky, Chairman of the All- 
Rassian Council; Lepse, the Russian Metal 
Workers; Amossoff, the Russian Railway 
Workers: Gorbatscheff, the Russian Miners’ 
Federation, and Yarotaki, editor of the Jour- 
nal of the All-Russian Council. 


STATE CONTROL 
RAILWAYS. 


When the Congress opened messages were 
read from the Italian Federation of Labour 
and from Mr. Edward Carpenter. The 
latter, writing '' from the giddy height of 
my eightieth birthday,” described the modern 
commercial system as ' a mad hatter’s tea 
party.” “The sooner we pass out of the 
commercial age into the age of commonsense 
the better,” he added. 

Discussion was continued of “The Workers’ 
Charter,’ which provides for the national'sa 
tion of land, mines and railways, for a work- 
ing week of forty-four hours, a minimum 
wage in each industry, adequate provision for 
unemployment, adequate housing accommoda- 
tion, full educational facilities, and pensions 
for all at 60. : 

Mr. Pollitt (Boilermakers) put the question : 
How can the Congress support a resolution 
calling for the nationalisation of railways 
unless they dissociate themselves from the 
Dawes report on reparations, which calls for 
de-nationalisation of the railways? 

The President remarked that obviously the 
question was out of order, because the Dawes 
report referred to the de-nationalisation of the 
German railways and the charter referred to 
the nationalisation of British railways. : 

Mr. A. Henderson (Transport Workers) said 
that the question of dismissals should not be 
vested solely in the hands of the employers. 
The unions ought to have some voice in the 
matter, and should also exercise some control 
in regard to discipline. i 

Mr. G. Nathan (Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion) emphasised that the railway workers 
welcomed the proposal to take steps to bring 
great public services under public control. 

The charter was eventually adopted, with 
an addition, moved by the Transport Workers’ 
Union, that proper provision should be made 
for the adequate participation of the workers 
in control and management. 


MINES INEFFICIENTLY 


ADMINISTERED. 


Mr. A. J. Cook, Secretary of the Miners’ 
Federation, proposed another resolution, which 
was carried, demanding the nationalisation of 
mines. Miners, he said, were working two 
and three days a week, and, while labouring 
in the pits, had to seek poor law relief. They 
wanted the trades union movement to compel 
the Government to bring in a measure of 
nationalisation. They required nationalisation 
because of the waste and inefficiency in the 
mining industry. The average wage, declared 
Mr. Cook, was not equalling ten shillings a 
day for four days a week, with the result that 

was being produced at less than two 
unds a week for the workers in the in- 
dustry. If Mr. Lloyd George’s Government 
would not put the Sankey report into 
operation, he added, let us say that a Labour 
Government must, at least, attempt to do so. 

Supporting a resolution which asked that 
the special regulations governing the payment 
of “ uncovenanted ” unemployment insurance 
benefit should be abolished, Miss E, Wilkinson 
(Distributive Workers) caused laughter by 
describing local committees as —_— largely 
composed of ‘‘ tabbycats’’ of both sexes. 
Speaking of questions put to applicants at 
ee ram exchanges, she said that if the 
applicant were a married woman she would 
be asked why her husband could not keep 
her; and if single, why she could not go into 
domestic service, ‘Only the really artitsic 
liar has a chance of getting benefit.” declared 
Miss Wilkinson. “id 

The resolution, with the addition of an 
amendment Assistants’ Union 
that the differentiation ween women and 
men by making it a condition that women 
applicants must take domestic work or be re- 
fused benefit, was a grave injustice, was 
adopted.

"IN GENEVA. 


DISARMAMENT SPEECHES 
TO-DAY.

LEAGUE'S INTEREST IN 
MINORITIES. 


—— 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and M. Herriot 
walked together on the .'romenade at 
Geneva yesterday. The British Premier 
will address the Assembly to-day on the 
question of disarmament and security. No 
indication of the lines that his proposal 
will follow has been given, and the 
liveliest interest in his attitude is ex- 
pressed in League circles in Geneva and 
Paris. | 

At yesterday’s sitting of the Assembly, 
the Albanian delegate assured the dele- 
gates that his country desired to ensue 
peace in the Balkans. 

Professor Gilbert Murray declared that 
unless minorities could feel that they had 
a claim on the attention of their Govern- 
ments equal with that co: the citizens in the 
majority, new nations would not be able 


| to progress, and the peace of Europe would 


remain precarious. The Greek delegate 
said that the question of minorities was 
not a diplomatic one, but domestic to the 
States concerned. 

Dr. Nansen called for a conference, on 
wireless telegraphy. He regretted that no 
Great Power had accepted the protocol 
undertaking tu iefer justiciable questions 
to the Court of International Justice. 


PEACE IN THE BALKANS. 


ALBANIA'S GOOD INTENTIONS. 
GENEVA, Wednesday. 

The League of Nations Assembly held a 
short sitting this afternoon, at which the 
general discussion on the repens of the work 
of the Council and of the Secretariat during 
the past year was continued. M. Procope, 
Finland, called attention to the position in 
Eastern Karelia, and urged that the resolution 
of last year’s Assembly of the League with 
regard to this subject should be applied. M. 
Gurukugi, Albania, expressed the gratitude 
felt by the Albanian people for the aid which 
had been given them owing to the famine, 
and assured the Assembly that his country 
desired to be a factor for peace and order in 
the Balkans. His remarks were greeted with 
applause. 


DISCONTENTED MINORITIES. 


In the course of his speech on the protection 


of minorities in the various newly-created- 


States, Professor Gilbert Murray declared that 
the fundamental fact remained that unless 
these alien minorities could be made content, 
unless they could be made to feel themselves 
true citizens, with an equal claim on the 
attention of their Governments to the rest. of 
the nation, unless they could feel certain that 
there was justice for them somewhere in the 
world, he believed that two results must 
follow—firstly, that the new nations would 
not succeed in building up their own 
scattered community, and, secondly, that the 
peace of Europe must remain insecure and 
precarious. 

M. Politis, the Greek delegate, declared that 
his Government wished earnestly to point out 
that the question of minorities should never 
be treated as a diplomatic one, but as an 
mternal one—namely, a question of establish- 
ing proper legal relations between the 
minorities and the country of which they 
themselves were citizens, 


INTERNATIONAL COURT. 


Dr. Nansen, after alluding to the absence in 
the report of the Secretariat of any mention 
of the activities of the International Per- 
manent Court of Justice, referred to the 
report of the Mandates Commission, and asked 
that the report be discussed by the Assembly. 
It was decided to refer the report to the 
Sixth Committee. | 

Dr. Nansen also urged that a conference on 
wireless telegraphy should be called at an 
early date, bal in the. course of further 
remarks deplored the fact 


that no great 
Power had as yet 


accepted the optional 
protocol referring justiciable questions to the 
Court of International Justice. He hoped 
the great Powers would agree to this optional 
protocol. 

The President, M. Motta, announced that 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald would speak on the 
problem of security and disarmament, and 
added that probably the debate on those sub. 
jects would continue during to-morrow and 

riday. The debate on the League’s activity 
during the past year would, therefore, be 
resumed on Saturday. The sitting was ad- 
journed until eleven o'clock to-morrow 
morning. 


ARMAMENT AND SECURITY. 


LIVELY INTEREST IN PREMIER'S 
ATTITUDE. 


After lunch to-day Mr. Macdonald and M. 
Herriot took a long walk together on the 
Promenade in brilliant sunshine. This even- 
ing Mr. Macdonald took the chair at a 
dinner of twenty-four covers to the members 
of the British Delegation and friends. 

The question here this afternoon is: What 
3s Mr. Macdonald going to say in his speech 
before the Assembly to-morrow morning? 
The point remains a mystery, the more so 
that Mr. Macdonald himself declares that he 
does not know what he is going to say, and 
his entourage likewise disclaim all knowledge. 
According to the latest arrangement, the 
British Premier will speak in the morning, 
and his speech will probably last three- 


vuarters of an hour.—(Press Association's 
Special Correspondent. ) 


FRENCH PREMIER RETICENT. 
GENEVA, Wednesday. 

M. Herriot this evening received two 
hundred journalists, all of whom are attend- 
ing the Assembly of the League of Nations.

The Press Association's Aldershot Corre- 
at telegraphs :—The battle of Mons, 
the retirement to Le Cateau, and the subee- 

uent battle were vividly recalled to-day by 
the field operations which are being carried 
out by the First Division at Aldershot, under 
the critical observation of the Director of 
Operations and Training, Lord Cavan, and 
the General Officer Commanding at Aldershot, 
General Sir Philip Chetwode. 

The general idea is that a Blue force had 
pushed northwards, and that on’ Monday its 
advanced troops had reached Bagshot, where 
they encountered Red forces of unknown 
strength. The Reds proved far stronger than 
was anticipated, with the result that the 
Blues lost very heavily, and had to fall back. 

Tuesday the First Division, representing 
the Blue ‘reserves, was ordered to hold the 
line of the River Wey, between Farnham and 
Alton, and the shattered remnants of the Blue 
advanced troops passed through to reorganise 
in the rear. By Tuesday evening the Red 
cavalry, consisting of the 1st Dragoons, 10th 
Hussars and the 13-18th Hussars, with the 
5th Brigade Roya] Horse Artillery, the whole 
under Colonel A. A. Goschen, had swept in 
from the West, reached the high ground 
above Froyle, overlooking the river, and by 
nightfall had secured the bridges over it, 
driving the Blue pickets away. In the mean- 
time Red troops, with tanks, were moving 
southwards, while reinforcements were being 
pushed up by motor lorries to join the Blue 
troops on the river. 

The command of the Blues had been handed 

over to Colonel-Commandant J. Mc. C. Steele, 
of the Ist Guards’ Brigade, Major-General 
Sir Archibald Montgomery assuming direction 
of the whole scheme. During the night 
Coolnel Steele moved his first and third 
Brigades up to the river banks, and at day- 
break the Red cavalry were pushed at every 
crossing and hustled back to the high ground, 
the 1st Middlesex and 2nd Black Watch 
securing the north bank of the river at Bent- 
ley, and inflicting heavy casualties on the 
10th Hussars.

Assisting them were squadrons of Red aero- 
planes, which circled over the area, seeking 
information as to the Blues’ position and 
strength. ev were none too successful, 
owing to the skill with which the Blue infantry 
concealed themselves in the deep leafy lanes 
and the many smal! copses that stud the 
area, and also because of the timely arrival 
of three splendid batteries of anti-aircraft 
guns, rushed up on lorries from Petersfield. 

When the Red infantry began to arrive in 
greater force in the later afternoon, the line 
of the river was held by eight battalions of 
the Guards and infantry, while four more 
battalions were standing by, concealed in 
Alice Holt Wood, with nearly a hundred 
motor lorries in readiness to rush them to 
any part of the line needing their help. 
Yesterday afternoon there was every indica- 
tion that their help would be sorely needed, 
for it was whispered among the Reds that a 
score of heavy and light tanks were moving 
southward, and were due to arrive after 
nightfall. 

Dawn to-day should bring with it a certain 
liveliness on this part of the Surrey and 
Hampshire borders.

STRIKE. 


REFUSAL TO ACCEPT 
REDUCED PAY. 


COLOGNE, September 2. 

Another strike of musicians is in progress 
here following a -tic by cafe and restaurant 
roprietors, that the scale of payment must 
i“ reduced in accordance with the general 
reduction oí prices during the past month. 
These musicians, who are members of a 
powerful trade union, earn astonishing sums. 
The pay for playing in a restaurant four 
hours nightly is twenty golden marks, as well 
as a ‘ull hot dinner and the privilege of 
buying beer at half price. Many of the 
players are also engaged for the afternoon 
at, places where the dansant, although pro- 
hibited, is connived at ‘here, adding another 
fifteen marks to their earnings. Roughly 
speaking, a good musician can earn the 
equivalent of £15 or £16. a week, besides 
valuable emoluments in the shape of good 
meals and beer at half price. 7 

The restaurant keepers have now obgcted 
to this state of affairs. The “scratch” 
orchestras which are endeavouring to profit 
by the strike ought to be forbidden, for they 
only alienate custom instead of attracting

RAVAGING WESTERN RUSSIA. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
RIGA, Wednesday. 

An extraordinary situation is developing in 
the Podolsk and Wolhynien districts of 
Western Russia, These areas are being 
ravaged by huge armies of field mice, which 
are slowly, but steadily migrating towards the 
Polish frontier. The Govérnments of Podolsk 
and Wolhynien have forwarded an urgent 
appeal to Moscow for the early dispatch of 
poison gas, detachments of the Red Army to 
combat the pests, which are believed to have 
come from the famine districts of Central 
Ukraine, seeking food. 

The correspondent of the Harkor Prarda 
gives a remarkable picture of one of the five 
mouse armies, which are at the moment 
traversing the Wolhynien district. “The, mouse 
army is visible at a distance of five miles, he 
says, owing to the huge flocks of thoucands of 
crows, cranes, buzzards and hawks, which are 
hovering above their prey. At night the owls, 
foxes and weasels ravage the hordes, whose 
numbers seem to increase with the progress 
of the flight through the country. —. ) 

The mice are advancing upon a mile-wide 
front, and two miles deep. There is a con- 
tinnous squeak, a million times magnified. 
The population of the villages in the path of 
the mouse armies are being obliged to 
evacuate their homes, and are fleeing north 
and south.

The Times refers in a leading article to the 
leaflet just issued by the Liberal Publication 
Department, in which the Treaty recently 
concluded between the British and the Soviet 
Governments is described as “elaborate 
mummery.”’ The arguments used by the 
Liberal Party against the so-called Treaty are 
perfectly cogent, it states. That party is mbt 
in principle opposed to a friendly settlement 
with Soviet Russia. Some of its’ leaders 
have made strenuovs efforts to come to terms 
with the Bolshevists. It is to the roving 
impulses of Mr. Lloyd George that we owe 
the trade agreement of 1921 and the futile 
negotiations at Genoa and The Hague, and 
during the last election the impression was 
given that the Liberal Party as a reunited 
whole was strongly in favour of some sort of 
conclusive Treaty with the présent Govern- 
ment of Russia. 

The world is changing. The whole situation 
in Europe has undergone a remarkable evolu- 
tion in the last few months. Contracts, rela- 
tions and perspectives have been quickly and 
subtly modified, and our own country is 
already experiencing the effects of this be- 
wildering transformation. It is a sign of the 


new times tat leading Liberals are now 


vehementiy denouncing a Treaty concluded 
with Soviet Russia by the Labour Govern- 
ment. This aspect of the change is, at any 
rate, to be welcomed. The facts about 
Russia are at last penetrating by innumer- 
able and often unexpected ways to the minds 
of those who had resolutely denied or ignored 
them. Soviet speakers and the Soviet Press 
regard the whole affair quite simply as a 
further stage in the advance of the world re- 
volution. They describe the action of the 
British Government as a ‘* capitulation.’’ A 
minority Government is thrusting upon a 
very unevenly balanced Parliament this in- 
credible task which is replete with the possi- 
bilities of financial disturbance and political 
unrest. The Treaty has brought the distress 
of Russia and the troubled experience of 
other lands into the very centre of our own 
political conflicts. It is, indeed, time for all 
parties to take great care how Great Britain 
stands.

EXPECTED TO REVOLUTIONISE 
TELEGRAPHY. 

The Times New York Correspondent tale 
graphed yesterday:—The American end of a 
submarine cable, which promises to re- 
volutionise cable telegraphy, was breught 
ashore yesterday at Rockaway Beach, Leng 
Island. It is expected that the first link 
to the Azores will be completed by October, 
and the second link from the Azores to Rome 
by the end of the year. Through the use 
of a specially devised alloy a cable has been 
constructed which permits tre sending of 
1,500 letters a minute, or more, as against 
the present highest speed of 300 letters a 
minute. <A new receiving apparatus had to 
be invented to handle messages sent at so 
fast a rate. This involves the use of vacuum 
tubes for amplifying electric impulses, and a 
set of six automatic printing machines to be 
operated simultaneously. ‘The line is to be 
5,422 miles long, and will cost $7,000,000 
(£1,400,000) .

A GROWING SENTIMENT. 


In a message from Torento yesterday, The 
Times Correspondent states:—In a statement

The entire cruise had been 
most instructive for the ‘personnel of the 
squadron, -and he hoped that through the 
visit the people of the Dominions had learned 
something more about the British Navy. 
Canada’s greatest need was population, and 
he saw no reason why, with proper organisa- 
tion of immigration, this need should not be 
met.

VISCOUNT CECIL’S OBJECTION. 


Speaking at the Rothbury (Northumber- 
land) Conservative Association Féte yester- 
day, Viscount Cecil said that a bad mistake 
had been made with Russia. As present 
conditions were in Russia, it would be little 
better than insanity to guarantee a loan. 
People did not guarantee loans to those they 
did not trust, and it was absurd to expect to 
trust the Russian Government. The iaheur 
reply was that the Russians had to fulfil 
certain conditions. There was nothing worse 
than holding out a prospect of giving some 
money that they really did not mean to let 
them have. It was reckless, fantastic, and 
absurd.

He hoped that he was 
going with a definite policy of securing peace 
and a general reductien of armaments.

CONDITIONS OF UNION 
RECRUITING. 
—— 


The settlement of the building strike 
at Marino, Clontarf, Dublin, was ratified 
late on Tuesday night, after an objection 
to the fra.ning of an agreement in the 
absence of Mr. James Larkin had been 
considered. Work will be resumed to- 
morrow. Then only a small number of 
the men who went on strike will be re- 
employed, but, as.the opportunity offers, 
more men will be taken back, and within 
a fortnight it is expected that all of the 
500 labourers and 400 tradesmen who had 
been engaged to carry out the Corpora- 
tion’s housing scheme will be at work 
again. 

The terms of settlement, which have been 
accepted by the Corporation's contractors 
Messrs. John Kenny and Sons, are:— ' 

1. That the work at Marino be re. 
gumed with the men who were engaged 
on it on the day work. was stopped. 

2. That when the work demands the 
engagement of more men the contractor 
should engage them as they come, prod. 
vided they showed proof of belonging 
to a trades union. 

5. That an undertaking be given by 
the Executive of the Unions that they 
will not allow their members to recruit 
by violent methods, and that they will 
punish the violation of such rule. 


WORK OF PRIESTS’ SOCIAL 
GUILD. 


On behalf of the Priests’ Guild, which did 
much to bring about the settlement, the 
agreement was signed by the Rev. M. O'Shea, 
C.C., the hon. secretary. Mr. Thomas 
Kennedy (vice-president) and Mr. A. Heron 
financial secretary) signed for the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, and 
Messrs. Thomas Carrol (chairman), Thomas 
C. Mansell (secretary), and Patrick Murray 
(chairman, General Executive) for the Irish 
Workers’ Union. i 

In a letter to the Press, giving the nrovi- 
sions of the agreement, the  Priests” Social 
Guild states:—It is desirable that not cnly 
the workers affected, but also the general 
public, should know the exact terms of the 
settlement, and also that the ‘responsible 
officials of the Unions have signed their 
assent, and that the terms have, moreover, 
been accepted by the contractors, Messrs. 
John Kenny and Sons.”’ 

Under the agreement Messrs. Kenny and 
Sons may employ members of any trade 
union. There had been a proposal for the 
exclusion of members of the newly-revived 
Builders’ Workers’ Union and of the Asso- 
ciation of Ex-Officers and Men of the 
National Army, which controls the men who 
have replaced the strikers (mombers of the 
Irish Workers’ Union) at the Inchicore Rail- 
way Works, Dublin. Lá : 

Six or eight men were working at Marino 
yesterday, cleaning machinery and making 
preparations for the general resumption of 
work. The Corporation intends to build 480 
houses at Marino, and the work began last 
October. But for the strike 230 houses would 
have been ready for occupation next month. 


INCHICORE DISPUTE. 

It is evident that there was “ something in 
the air ” yesterday in regard to the Inchicore 
strike. For a short time during the day there 
were no strikers on picket duty at the Kings- 
bridge or the North Wall, and large numbers 
of workmen were seen entering Unity Hall, 
Marlborough street, the headquarters of the 
Irish Workers’ Union. It was stated un- 
officially then that a ballot was being taken 
by the Inchicore strikers on the question of 
resuming work. 

In the evening the Irish Workers’ Union 
got into telephonic communication with the 
Kingsbridge. The General Manager (Mr. 
Neale), however, was absent at the time, and 
no message was left. At a late hour last night 
Mr. Neale had not heard from the strikers’ 
union, and had no definite information regard- 
ing the present position of the strike. 

The Great Southern and Western Company 
has maintained a full goods service, despite 
the strike of carters in the employment ef the 
company’s contractors, Messrs. John Wallis 
and Sons. 

The strikes which affect the North Kerry 
Manufacturing Company, Ardee road, Rath- 
mines, and Messrs. Pim Brothers, Ltd., South 
Great George's street, remain unsettled.

CASE FOR THE EMPLOYERS. 


At yesterday afternoon's sitting of the 
Court of Inquiry into the Covent Garden dis- 
pute, Mr. Bevin withdrew the allegation as to 
the firms keeping back money. 

Stating the employers’ case Mr. G. Corner 
said that in home instances porters’ wages 
reached twelvé pounds a week. Their average 
wage for the year was five pounds a week.

They 
wanted young an old, inefficient and 
efficient, to be paid alike. The employers 
were fighting. not only for themselves, but 
for the farmer and the consumer. ‘Lhe mer- 
chants, though inconvenienced, had carried 
on, and the public had not suffered, Knowing 
this, the. Union Executive wanted to extend 
the trouble. A fruit merchant, who employed 
89 porters, said that he felt employers should 
have the opportunity of deciding whom they 
should pa Of late opposition to this had 
become so marked that one began to wonder 
whether he was really a director or not. 

Questioned by Mr. Bevin, the witness said 
that the status quo at the market could not 
be established now. <A lot of growers had 
found new markets direct. They could not 
take back all the men, or anything like the 
full number. 

Intimating that they must hear the case for 
the dock employers, the Court adjourned until 
next Monday.

ARRESTS IN KHARTOUM 


ALEXANDRIA, Wednesday. 

It is now accepted in all quarters that 
there will be no negotiations between Mr, 
Macdonald and Zaghliul Pasha in respect to 
the Sudan, I am informed that Zaghlul 
Pasha has intimated his intention to. return 
to Egypt as soon as ible. According to 
Al Ahram, Zaghlul Pasha will embark for 
Egypt at Marseilles on the 17th, and that he 
intends to retain office. 

As was to be expected, the blame for the 
failure to undertake negotiations is laid at 
the door of Great Britain. The vernacular 
Press raises a chorus of reproach against 
Geat Britain, whom it holds r nsible for 
all that has happened. One Government 
organ says that, while the British Govern- 
ment invited Egypt to negotiate, its officials 
in the Sudan acted in a manner calculated to 
prejudice the issue, and deliberately disturbed 
the status quo. It adds that the failure to 
obtain a settlement must not create despair 
among Egyptians, who should continue to 
struggle by all lawful means to attain their 
aspirations, 

t is noteworthy that even organs con- 
sidered neutral join in blaming the: British, 
and one important journal declares that from 
the tone of the last British Notes it appears 
as if the British Government was trying t 
shut the door on negotiations.—(The Z'tmes 
Correspondent.)

THE COURT’S FIND

The inguiry into the loss of the City of 
Cork Steam Packet Company s steamer Lis- 
more, which foundered off the Hook Head, 
County Wexford, on the 10th of July last, 
when all hands, except Able-seaman Carley, 
were lost, was resumed at 11 o'clock yester- 
day morning in Ne. 4 Coutt, Dublin Castle, 
by Mr. George P. Cussen, LL.B., District 
Justice, who was assisted by Captain J. H. 
Webb and Captain Louis Brady, master 
mariners; Mr. W. J, Mares, Naval architect, 
and Mr. F. G. Miller, Marine Engineer. 

Mr. Swayne, K.C., and Mr. Costello (in- 
siructed by the Chief State Solicitor), ap- 
peared for the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, at whose instance the inquiry was 
held. 

Mr. Overend, K.C. (instructed by Messrs.

Her stability conditions 
were such that Captain Sayle was amply 
justified in loading her as he did. 

Concluding, he ~ suggested that to the 
access of water through the hull through 
some unexplained cause, was due the loss of 
the vessel. Everyone agreed she was navi- 
gated with proper care, and there was no 
evidence suggesting blame to the owners, the 
captain or the crew. 

CATTLE-OWNER’S SUBMISSION.

Cargo should not have 
been carried on the poop or forecastle decks, 
and he submitted that, had the cargo from 
Ford's been put in the holds of the vessel, 
nstead of on the poop and forecastle decks, 
the disaster would have never occurred. 

MINISTRY’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Costello, replying for the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce, said that the in- 
quiry was held in the interests of the public,

Dealing with the evidence, he pointed out 
that the vessel had a list when leaving Cork, 
and that she heeled ‘over six hours or.so 
after. He commented on the fact that cargo 
was carried on the poop and forecastle decks, 
and in exempted spaces; that cattle .had 
been carried in No. 2 hold, and said that the 
Court were bound to asSume that the 
accumulative effect of ‘these improprieties 
showed that there was impropriety in the 
loading and handling of the vessel. He 
submitted that the evidence given by Mr. 
Perry. the stevedore, was biassed as regards 
the stowage of the cargo, having regard to 
the stability conditions supplied by the 


builders. 

The deduction to be drawn from the 
evidence was that the vessel having left 
Cork with an appreciable list, that list in- 
creased when she got outside. The tendency 
of the cargo was to shift to the listed or 
port gide. This happened as the list in- 
creased, until the vessel heeled to such a 
degree that she took in water and went over 
altogether. The whole evidence, he con- 
tended, showed that there was impropriety in 
the stowage of the cargo, and because of the 
shallow draft the owners should have 
seen that there was proper stowage. It

ROADMEN’S WAGES. 


COUNTY COUNCIL OFFICES, 
INVADED 


The following report was read.at Monday’s 
meeting of Wicklow County Council—Mr. C. 
M. Byrne, T.D., presiding—by the Secretary, 
Mr. P. T. Healy :— 
-— this afternoon, 26th August, over 
orty road employés, headed by Councillor 
Evefett, T.D., took possession oí your ofhices 
and demanded immediate’ payment of the 
wages the men claimed they were entitled to. 
As I was not in a position to comply with this 
request, owing to the Finance Committee 
meeting summoned for the 26th inst. having 
fallen through in the absence of a quorum, 
Councillor Everett promptly ordered the men 
to take complete charge of your officers and 
your offices, and to allow no person to either 
enter or leave the courthouse. building until 
each man had received ‘his money. Further, 
he undertook to see that the men would be 
looked after if they had to hold your officers 
and offices in this manner for a week. [I in- 
timated to Councillor Everett and the men 
that I had again summoned the Committee to 
meet on Monday, “Ist September, after which 
the paying orders would be issued. Councillor 
Everett's reply: to. that was to tell the men 
not to. allow themselves to be put off by 
excuses of that sort, that I had the money 
and could give it to them if I liked, and to 
make me give it out to them. 

“ At x later stage, when I told Councillor 
Everett I was ready te defend myself against 
the attack he stated he would make on me 
and your staff generally at the meeting of the 
Council on ist September, he deliberately re- 
peated on three separate occasions before your 
staff and the men the words, ‘You mightn't 
be at it." The tone and the manner in which 
these words were used left the sinister mean- 
ing he intended to convey so unmistakably 
clear that I have deemed it necessary to make 
definite arrangements to have Councillor 
Everett held to strict accountability in the 
event of anything untoward happening to me. 
I consider it proper that it should be brought 
to the knowledge of the Council that-Coun- 
cillor Everett, T.D., stated. to me in front of 
your staff and the road employés that he 
wanted an inquity held and a Commissioner 
appointed to replace the Council, At my 
request he undertook to repeat this statement 
to the Council, Now, it is manifest that your 


‘Staff cannot be held to be responsible for what 


must inevitably follow if the County Council 
as a body does not take definite action to-day 
so as to prevent the entire work of your 
offices being dislocated and reduced to ridicule 
in a similar manner on future occasions by 
men who would appear to have lost all sense 
of their responsibility.’”’ 

Mr. Everett said that they stood by some of 
those statements. Mr. Healy wanted him to 
sign the attendance bodk for a meeting which 
was not held. He told Mr. Healy that he and 
the officials were drawing large salaries while 
men were idle and hungry. If’ atrangements 
were not made to pay their employés regularly 
they would take more stringent attitudes. 

The Secretary said that the fault lay with 
the Councillors who did not attend, 

The Chairman said that it was not the fault 
of any official, but of the Councillors. 

After discussion, it was decided to ask the 
Ministry of Local Government to make the 
entire Council eligible for the Finance and 
Roads Committees, and arrangements were 
made to secure future attendances at the 
meetings. 

Mr. Everett said that he would serve notice 
of motion to he supplied with full particulars 
of all salaries and emoluments paid to the 
Secretary. ' ae : 

Mr. J. Byrne said that Mr. Everett should 
apologise for his conduct at the previous meet- 
ing and for bringing in forty men to threaten 
the officers.

“ At the opening of the audit: the. only 
books produced for the four half years under 
review. were those for the hali-year ended 
March 3ist, 1924. Mr. Hoban stated that 
when he took -up officethe received no books 
from Mr. M‘Grane, except an application and 
report book,. partially written up. for the 
half-years ended March 3ist, 1923. and Sep- 
tember 30th, 1923. ' In July, 1923, he re- 
wrote an application and report book, a relief 
list, and a receipt and expenditure book, but 
with the exception of the receipt and expendi- 
ture book the other books could not’ be pro- 
duced by the Clerk or the Relieving Officer. 

_“ These two books were last seen in De- 
cember, 1923, when the Relieving was 
in the workhouse with an inmate, who was 
writing out his half-yearly list of persons re- 
lieved, which list was written by the inmate, 
and merely signed by Hoban.

McGrane's period of office were numerous, 
and that Mr. Hoban automatically carried: on 
the ‘irregularities whén he succeeded him. 
Having regard to the death of Mr. McGrane 
so far back as July, 1923; I did not feel dis- 
posed to waste time and expense in making 
surcharges against an officer whose: estate 
would not be liable for sums disallowed, Mr. 
Hoban, however, could have made inquiries 
during the time he was acting in a temporary 
capacity, and discovered the irregularities if 
he was thus inclined. 


THE DEFENCE. 


“It should be borne in mind that the cases

MISSIONARY NOTES. 


(From Our. CHURCH CoRRESPONDENT.) 

It’ is stated in the Church Missionary 
iety’s annual report, just published, 
that’ there were. 12,000 baptisms uring the 
last year in Uganda. The number of*mis- 
stonaries on the Society’s roll on June 1 was 
1,220, and native workers 14,515. The in- 
come for the four months ending July 31 
shows an increase of £3,000 compared with 
the corresponding period of last year. 

The Rev. E. A. Livingstone Moore has 
been appointed: to suc the Right Rev. 
C.- H. Gill as Bishop. of Travancore and 
Cochin. Mr. Moore went to South India in 
-1896. as a missionary of the.Church Mis- 
‘sionary Society, and has had a wide experi- 
ence of. work in that country. ‘Travaneore is. 
‘the home of the Syrian Church, which is 
generally accepted as having been founded by 
the Apostle 8t. Thomas. Travancore State 
stands. second in the provinces and States 
of Indie for the number of Christians within 
‘its ‘borders, with a total of 1,172,934, of 
whom 64,505. are attachéd to the Anglican 
Communion and 617,049 to the. Syrian 
‘Church: ever 

- According to the Calcutta Guardian, among 
the prominent Indian Christians in the City 
of Madtas -to-day are 'a judge of the High 
Court, the Judge of the. City Civil Court, 
‘the President of the Madras Legislative 
Council; and the principal of Pacehiappa’s 
College, which is the ptemier Hindu college. 
The districts are full of highly-placed Indian 
Christian officials. There are few miunici-

DATES. OF. RESUMING. IMPORTANT PROSECUTION AT 


BELFAST: 


‘A prosecution’ of much interest to motor 
|traders was. heard. at the Belfast Summons 
Court yesterday, when three 
Messrs. . Birch and Workmen, .» motor 
agents, were prosecuted for driving new 
motor cars from the Great Northern Railway 
Station to the firm’s works in Chichester 
street, Belfast, without having the cars 
registered. 

e.case was. heard a fortnight ago and 
adjourned to enable the authorities to con- 
sider the matter. 

Mr. B.. J. Fox (instructed by. Messrs. 
White, M‘Millan and Wheeler) appeared for 
the Automobile Association, which: had taken 
the matter up in the interests of the motor 
traders. 

After a lengthy legal argument, Mr. J. 
Roche, R.M,,: said he thought that it. was 
unreasonable that the firm should not be 
allowed to drive the cars from the railway 
station to their place. 

Remarking finally that ‘‘ it was perfectly 
unreasonable that the firm should be prose- 
outed;'” the Chairman said the law was 
against them, and he imposed a fine of Is. 
and costs in each instance, and agreed to 
state_a case for an appeal. 

Mr. Fox, in opening the defence, said that 
the ease, which was the first of its kind 
brought by the police, challenged what was 
hitherto regarded as a right by the traders. 
It was not only the first ‘case in Northern 
Ireland, but also in England, by which it 
was sought to deprive a motor trader of the 
right, when a car had been purchased, to 
take the motor from the station to the works 
for the pur-cse of ‘registration. 


THE BUNGALOW MURDER 


a 
PATRICK MAHON EXECUTED. 


Patrick Mahon, the murderer of Miss Emily 
Kaye, at the Bungalow on the Crumbles, 
near Eastbourne, was executed in Wands- 
worth Prison, London, yesterday morning. 
Piertepoint was the executioner. 

Those present, in addition. to the prison 
officiais, were Mr. N. R. Hilton, the Gover- 
nor; the chaplain, who read portion of the 
Burial Service‘as Mahon was passing from his 
celi to the svaffold; the Sheriff and two 
Pressmen. The crowd outside the prison was 
not half as large as when Vaquier was 
hanged, but there must have been close upon 
a thousand people waiting to see the notice 
posted declaring that the execution had been 
properly carried out. 

At the inquest in the prison Dr. Alan 
Campbell Pierson, prison doctor, stated that 
the execution was expeditiously carried out. 
Sir Bernard Spiisbury, who made a _ post 
mortem examination, said that Mahon's 
spinal column had been dislocated in two 
places. That was unusual. The cause of death 
was coma, or unconsciousness, followed by 
asphyxia. 

The jury found that the execution had been 
carried out in accordance with the law.

MANIFESTO TO ENGLISH 
ORANGEMEN. 


A manifesto, signed by Mr. William Coote 
as Grand Master, has been sent to all mem- 
bers of the Orange Institution in England, 
and the intention is to circulate it amongst 
Orangemen and Orangewomen throughout the 
world. | 

Unce again, the manifesto says, the loyalists 
in the Imperial Province of Ulster are called 
upon to defend their rights and liberties. In 
their peril they appeal to their brethren ind 
sisters throughout England, and they are con- 
vinced that that appeal will be responded to 
‘with heartiness and enthusiasm. 

In ‘a statement of the facts leading up to 
the prdsent crisis the manifesto says :—The 
Irish Treaty was entered into behind the back 
of Ulster, and the clause providing for 4 
Boundary Commission was inserted in direct 
violation of written and spoken pledges given 
to Ulater and ta the Imperial Parliament by 
Mr. Lloyd George and ather British Cabinet 
Ministers. On 29th November, 1921, Mr. 
Lloyd George, when intimating that he had 
made a final proposal to the Sinn Fein dele- 
gates which must be accepted or rejected 
within a week, said—‘* The rights of Ulster 
will be in no way sacrificed or com romised. 
The Prime Minister of Northern Ireland re- 
fused to recognise the Commission and de- 
clined to nominate a member. The question 
of. Ulster’s refusal was subsequently referred 
to the Judicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil. After lengthened argument this Com- 
mittee held that the Commission could not 
function, without an Ulster nominee, and that 
under the clause’ Sir James Craig could not 
be forced to appoint one. Mr.. Ramsay Mac- 
donald has, hais, brought in a bill to 
empower the British Government to appoint 
a representative on behalf of Ulster. 

Throughout the whole of this area, the 
manifesto continues, peace and order have 
been restored and maintained, notwithstand- 
ing the desperate opposition from outside and 
inside of warring Sinn Fein factions. The 
Ulster Government has met all its liabilities 
and up to date has contributed some fourteen 
millions to the British Government as tq 
share of the Imperial service. Old age pen- 
sions, health insurance, unemployment -insur- 
ance, and all our social services have been 
maintained on the same scale as in Great 
Britain. In the Free State, notwithstanding 
that taxes have been increased and old age 
pensions and other grants (including that for 
school teachers’ salaries): reduced, the result 
of the two years’ government has been a 
deficit of twenty millions. Not a penny of 
Imperial contribution as required by the 
‘* Treaty ’’. has been paid. 

It: would be within the power of the Com- 
mission. to. render practically impossible a 
continuance of the ‘Ulster Parliament and 
Govérnment within the United Kingdom. It 
would be within the power of one individual— 
the Government nominee on the Commission— 
to upset what the Imperial Parliament 
deliberately did three-and-a-half ycars ago. 
It would be within the power of two members 
of a triumvirate to say, “Northern Ireland 
shall no longer consist of six counties. It 
shall not even consist~ of four. Northern 
Ireland is part of Antrim,.part of Down, 
part of Londonderry, and part of Armagh.” 

Appealing to the brethren in England to 
come to the help of Ulster, the manifesto 
concludes :—We, therefore, request that the 
individual members in each adult lodge will 
write to their member of Parliament, no 
matter what his politics, a special letter pro- 
testing against any adverse attack or vote 
against Ulster in the House of Commons on 

h September next, when the boundary 
question is being discussed. Further, urge 
all your friends to do likewise promptly, and 
use to the utmost extent your individual 
and collective influence in every possible 
direction,
